THE DANGER OF _ USING 
RHUBARB LEAVES,

Expert opinion on the danger. of using rhu- 
barb leaves as food was given yesterday at the 
adjourned inquest at Enfield on the hody of the 
Rev. W. R. Colville, a Presbyterian Church 
minister, who died on May 4th, after eating 
cooked rhubarb leaves. Mr. Webster, a patho- 
logical chemist at St. Mary's Hospital, and an 
assistant analyst to the Home Office, said that 
on analysing certain organs of the body he 
found a small quantity of oxalic acid. An 
analysis of the rhubarb leaves taken from the 
same ground as those the deceased ate showed 
‘oxalic acid present. | 

Dr. Spilsbury, the Home Office expert who | 
made the post-mortem examination, said there 
was fatty degeneration of the heart and liver en- 

| tirely due to the poison. Death was due to coma, 
‘consequent on poisoning from oxalic acid con- 
tained in the rhubarb leaves. Rhubarb cooked | 
without soda was less injurious than with soda, 
as it set free the oxalic acid more rapidly. He 
would like to give warning against using soda. 

The Coroner said considerable harm had been | 
caused by advising people to eat rhubarb 
leaves. Nothing need prevent the use of the 
stalks as frit.

The licensed trade 
is on firmer economic ground when it pro- 
duces its second reason for the increase in 
prices—the need to make a larger profit on 
the quantity, since the volume of trade is 
considerably less, while the cxpenses of 
trading are less only in small degree, if 
at all. It is said, indeed, that the pro- 
posed increases will not recoup the traders 
entirely for all that is lost through diminu- 
tion of trade and through other special 
factors. Such statements we have to take 
on trust, but, at all events, that argument 
mitigates the objection which would have 
to be taken to an increase imposed solely 
to restrict trade and pocketed by te 
trader as an unexpected windfall due to 
the Government's limitation of brewing. 
“ Profiteering "’ would be as objectionable 
in the licensed trade as in any other trade.

Zurich newspaper states that the German 
Generals Faili and Ludendorff ad- 
vised the abandonment of Trieste, con 
sidering the situation hopeless; but for 
I [itica! reasons the dias not 
accepted at Vienna. Supposing this story 
to be correct, it seems that the Italans 
are in a fair way to gain their 
great objective. The Germans would not 
advise evacuation if there were a Possl. 
bility that the place could be held for 
long. The Italians have taken many guns 
and a great amount of booty. So con- 
siderable is their haul that it will take 
nearly a week belore it can be classified 
and counted, 

One of the features of the present day 
fighting is the immense amount of booty 
falling to the victor after a battle. Sitting 
down to trench warfare for months, even 
time means that both sides 
| accumulate vast stores and reserves of 
‘every kind, while buildings arise like 
mushrooms to provide shelter for nien and 
| materia! Then one side wins a battle 
‘apd secures an advance of a few miles, 
capturing everything that cannot be re- 
moved. In Wellington s time a retreating 
army could often yet away with virtually 
all its equipment. Now it is only the big 
guns that can be saved, and these are 
often removed as sv0n as an advance is 
threatened. 

Important conferences which have occu- 
pied the Prime Ministers tume for the 
past couple of days have ended, and 
matters may be expected to travel in their 
normal course. The Chief Secretary for 
Ireland had been expected to have gone to 
Dublin to-day, where a number of deputa- 
tions await him. But his departure did 
not take place at the time appointed, from 
which it is inferred that Irish questions— 
notably Home Rule Convention matters 
and the proposed amnesty to Sinn Fein 
prisoners will soon now engage the atten- 
tion of the Government. . 

Those letters from British prisoners on 
the Russian frontier should be regarded 
with the greatest suspicion.

That object is, 
of course, to induce the Trench and our- 
selves to move the German prisoners from 
our lines in France. Were we to do so. 
there is no guarantee that the condition of 
our own prisoners would be improved. 
Very likely it would be worsened, but we 
should hear nothing about it. 

It is to be hoped that the Allies will not 
repeat the blunder that they made when 
they cut off the Venezelists from their best 
recruiting ground in Thessaly, and allow 
Kiang Constantine to get hold of the 
Thessalian crops.

An 
attack against our positions along the railway 
east of B8. Giovanni and Duino was repulsed 
by our artillery. 

East of Gorizia, on the night of the 28th 
and all day yesterday, enemy guns of all 
calibres were engaged in heavy concentrated 
fire on Hill 126. South of Grazigna the furious 
reply of our batteries many times dispersed 
enemy storming parties massing for assault in 
advanced trenches. 

Artillery activity in the Vodice area was not 
less violent against our positions on Hill 52 
In the morning an attack in force of strong 
enemy parties against the summit of the hill 
was broken by the prompt action of our troops, 
and the infantry, overcoming the tenacious re- 
sistance of the enemy hidden in caves, made 
important progress on the south-east slope of 
the hill, and established themselves in these 
positions. 

In the Plava sector we drove the enemy to 
the end of the valley east of Globna, and cap- 
tured about a hundred prisoners. 

The total number of prisoners captured on 
the Julian front since the 14th is 23,681, in- 
cluding 604 officers. 

The great quantity of material captured dur- 
ing the batti> is being collected. We have al- 
ready counted 36 guns, 13 of which are. of 
heavy calibre; 148 machine guns, and 27 trench 
mortars, besides a large quantity of rifles and 
war material of every description. 

Austrian Official.—After a quiet Whit Sun- 
day, the Isonzo baitle was resumed yesterday 
fos the third time, and a large enemy attacking 
wave is now being directed against the heights 
of Vodice and Monote Santo. An Italian attack 
was launched at noon against the north slope, 
preceded by powerful artillery fire. It ex- 
tended along the entire sector, and during the 
afternoon many times resulted in extremely 
severe hand-to-hand fighting, which also raged 
during the night Especially violent fighting 
took place in the region of Hill 652. The 
entire extent of our front offered iron resist- 
ance to all the enemy s efforis. Infantry Regi- 
ments No. 924 and 77 distinguished the:necives, 
especially north-east of Gorizia. We took two 
hundred prisoners from the Itahans while 
surprise attacke launched by them 
south of Jamiani. The enemy yesterday morn- 
ing attacked four times our positions, losing, 
besides heavy casualties, fifteen officers and 800 
men as prisoners. The number of prisoners 
brought in since the commencement of the 
tenth Isonzo battle amounts to 14,500 men.

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The Press Association special correspondent at 
Folkestone telegraphed last night that three 
‘more deaths had taken place since the inquest 
concerning the fate of the victims of the Ger- 
man air raid on Friday evening last was opened 
on Saturday evening by Mr. Haines, the Ooroner 
for the Borough of Folkestone. Consequently, 
when the proceedings were resumed yesterday 
afternoon at the ‘lown Hall, the number of 
dead had been increased to sixty-six, and it was 
mecessary for the jury to visit a distant part of 
the town to view the bodies of those who have 
died since the last hearing. At the outset the 
Coroner intimated that he would not be able to 
complete the inquiry that day, and he proposed 
to adjourn after yesterday 's proceedings until 
to-morrow afternoon at 2 o'clock. He further re- 
marked that at the formal opening he expressed 
the deepest sympathy of the jury end himself 
with the relatives of the victims, and said that 
it was not necessary for him to recount the 
facts. “ We are proud of our women folk and 
the way they behaved,’’ he added; “ and those 
who have gone havo lost their Jives for their 
country equally with the men who have been 
killed at the front.” The Coroner added that 
some of the victims were the wives of men 
who were now fighting at the front, and paid a 
tribute to the work of the nursing staffs at the 
hospital after the tragedy. 

After formal evidence of identification of a 
young married woman, aged 24, whose two 
children were also killed, 

The Chief Constable of the borough, in his 
evidence, said that the raid occurred about 6.20 
on Friday evening. The machines were travel- 
ling very high from north-west to south-east. 
Altogether forty-two bombs were dropped in the 
borough. The witness said that immediately 
the raid occurred he proceeded to Tontine 
street, and, describing what happened there, 


remarked—*“ 1 saw an appalling sight, which I.

Three or four horses 


were lying on the ground. 
were also lying dead between the shafts of 
vehicles, and fire had broken out in the front of 
premises which had been demolished.’’ The 
fire, he added, had been evidently caused by 
the severing of the gas main. The dead were 
removed as quickly as possible to the mortuary 
and the wounded to hospital. The total number 
of dead in the town was 63, and 93 persons were 
more or leas injured, some of them being in a 
serious condition. The dead included 26 women, 
24 children, and 13 men. A bomb in this street 
struck the roadway near the kerbstone, imme- 
diately opposite a greengrocer’s premises, which 
were completely demolished. 
The Coronér pointed out that, had there been 
any warning given, the number of fatalities 
would bave been less. ‘They had to look to the 


future, and it did seem that some regulatiqgs | 


should be made to see that the people were kept 
out of the streets upon such occasions.

But when the 
Conference shall have devised a system of repre- 
sentation by grouping of constituencies, cumula- 
tive voting, veagpemee rr or property franchise, 
second chamber constitution, etc., which will 
guarantee them protection for their interests, 
will not all Irish Unionists who regard Ireland 
as their country, and not as a conquered pro- 
vince, of which they are, as one of them de- 
scribed his class, '' England’s faithful garrison,” 
unite with us to claim complete legislative and 
fiscal autonomy ? 

While still holding the present Union to ba 
the best position for Ireland, surely they now 
admit the right of the majority of the people of 
the country to obtain the form of government 
they desire?

utilised for the country’s development, the more

Armstrong, who was twenty- 
seven years of age, was the eldest child and 
only son of Captain and Mrs. Marcus Beres- 
ford Armstrong, of Moyaliffe, Ireland, and 
Clodagh, Folkestone. 
was a cousin of General Sir Stanley Maude, 
was connected on his father’s side with the 
family of the Marquis of Waterford, 
and on his mother’s side with that of 
Niscount H iwerden. Educated at Fton 
and Sandhurst, he was gazetted to the 
Hussats in 1910, and saw service with his regi- 
‘nent in India and South Africa. He was home 
'on leave wher war broke out, and arrived in 
France with the first British Expeditionary 
Force in August, 1914, serving on the staff all 
througn the war In June, 1915, he went to 
Gallipoli, and served with the famous 29th 
Division, being present at the evacuation of 
the peninsula. He spent a short time. in 
Egypt before returning to France at the begin- 
ning of 1916, and at the time of his death was 
terving as Brigade Major. Lieut. Armstrong 
was four times mentioned in despatches, first 
in Sir Jchn French's despatch of September, 
1914, and, lastly, in Sir Douglas Haig’s 
| despatch of April 9th. He was awarded the 
Military Cross early in 1916. Lieut. Armstrong

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—Mr. Findlater’s gentle appeal for mercy 
from Dublin housekeepers leads mo to believe 
that the following hinta on giving aa much 
employment ae posible will be appreciated 

(1) The chief thing to beware of is thinking 
out your plana beforehand. If you must think. 
do it on the step of a tram or the corner of a 
crowded street. 

(2) The ideal plan ia to have the tra deans n 
eall for ordera, and for the cook to tell the 
housemaid to tell the mistress she wants a 
pennyworth of parsley, a guarter-pound of 
cheese, half-dozen cooking egye, and a half- 
pound of suet. This entails giving three dif- 
ferent ordera at three different shopa, Rach 
order has to be written down, taken back to 
the order department, made ready, and sent 
back to the house. In most Dublin houses the 
kitchen is directly under the hal! door : Eo the 
cook will have to go the whole length of the 
house to come up the staira, and go the whole 
way back to open the front door irat, to vive 
the order, and then to take it in. Fach trip 
will take five minutes, and this, with the milk.
